F.. & N. A. Railroad.— The people of Maine 
should understand clearly the true position of 
this gigantic enterprise, on which much of our 
prosperity and greatness depend. The Hali¬ 
fax and Quebec route hold^the attitude of com¬ 
petition to this road,and it depends on Maine to 
decide which shall be built. Both will not be 
in this generation. The Quebec is a repudiated 
scheme by tlie British government itself, reject¬ 
ed utterly on mature investigation; and itjis be¬ 
lieved to have been taken up again only as a 
means of diverting attention from the Maine 
road and defeating it without offending the col- 

But Canada insists that the plan shall be so 
extended as to include at least a road to Mon¬ 
treal, and New Brunswick demands that its 
portion of the European road shall also be in¬ 
cluded, and it is probable the home government 
will accede rather than hazard the favor of 
the colonies. Should this be done the suc¬ 
cess of the European road will depend on the 
celerity and determination with which it is push¬ 
ed, especially in this state. Nova Scotia, with 
her inherited loyality, will support the Quebec 
plan while New Brunswick, chiefly interested 
in the road to the states, will insist on that 
first; and if Maine assures her that she shall 
he promptly meet at the line with steam up and 
cars waiting as soon as she reaches that point, 
she will maintain her position against British 
policy and patronage and this great World’s 
Thoroughfare will be opened right through our 
front yard. The supposed principal motive for 
the other road being defeated, it would probably 
be delayed and finally abandoned as it has once 
been by the government as impracticable and 
commercially useless, while this would change 
our state from a cold N. E. corner of the coun¬ 
try with every thing drifting out of her, to a 
central position on the track of the high¬ 
way of the world’s commerce and communica¬ 
tion. There is no estimating the value of this 
great scheme upon the mind and welfare of the 
state ; and it probably hangs on the determina¬ 
tion and zeal of onr people whether we shall 
secure those benefits forever, or whether Britain 
shall be allowed to outmanage and drive us off 
the track while she straps her colonies together 
upon the back and leaves us robbed of our glory 
and prosperity for all time to come. Maine 
never had so much at stake on one issue before, 
and rarely has any community such a “ price 
put into its hands.” A road to Bangor we shall 
have, then a single link from there to the east¬ 
ern line, (less than 100 miles) holds all that is 
involved to us and the world on this subject. 
Are the people of Maine so stupid as to lose 
the prize forever ? 

The Cuban exeitement in Louisville is sub¬ 
siding and the volunteers are returning home.

DEPLORABLE RUM CASE. 

Lately we stated very briefly the main facts 
of a case where a nimscller was killed by his 
casks falling on him while clandestinely carrying 
rum home. We gave the facts as they were 
publicly stated before the great convention here. 
An anonymous writer gives farther particulars, 
we cannot say how truly. We extract from his 
letter dated Waterford, July 31. After saying 
that the lost man was never prosecuted for 
selling, he adds: 

On Monday evening, Ang. 25tb, he, Chaplin 
Nelson, merchant, left home at about nine 
o’cloek, and remarked to Mrs. Nelson, “ I shall 
beat home at eleven.” He went but a short 
distance, os is supposed for the purpose of get¬ 
ting some rum which had probably been stored 
for him which he wished to remove perhaps to 
his house cellar. 

No one knew at the time where he was gone 
—not even his clerk, and although he did not 
return, knew not where to seek him. At about 
eleven o’clock in the evening, a carriage was 
heard descending the hill, (called the Coolidge 
hill) with great rapidity, attended with a great 
noise as rattling. He had proceeded bnt a short 
distance, when one bbl. fell through the floor¬ 
ing of the rack, bursting out both heads. The 
carriage still proceeded, and very soon (accord¬ 
ing to appearances) it was overturned and bro¬ 
ken and himself and remaining bbl. thrown from 
it. Appearances indicate that he arose and 
lingered a moment by a large stone, as blood 
was seen upon it; moved a few steps farther, 
sat down by the road side—perhaps fainted,— 
fell backward and died. In this state he was 
found between four and five the next morning. 
Thus ended the life of a business man, and s 
man of business, and setting aside the temper¬ 
ance question, a valuable citizen, and one who 
would have had the respect and confidence of 
the community.

END OF THE CUBAN INVASION. 

This mournful drama is now terminated illI 
I tho death of nearly all engaged in it, and it is 
I said of about the same number of Cubans, 
ing over 1000. Lopez’s death was of the 
horrible kind. Had the government waked up 
to its duty before instead of after the expedition 
had sailed, nnd been defeated, all this might 
have been prevented. 

The government of Cuba is very tyrannical, 
and we should rejoice to see it changed or 
overturned by any proper means. But a pirat- 
io.il invasion from the United States for that 
object, in direct violation of treaties and laws, 
is not such moans. We leave the late cham¬ 
pions of law to justify this proceeding. (Per¬ 
haps the Argus will reprint Judge Sheplcy’s 
charge.) 

Especially was this expedition destitute of 
all claim for sympathy from the friends .of 
freedom. The great ultimate object was op - 
pression. There was no honesty in it. It was 
designed to bring ■. uba within the reach of 
American law, which, while it strengthened 
the chains of slavery there, would fortify still 
more the vast system of oppression here, and 
increase its control over our government. This 
was at the bottom of the whole business, and 
made it worthy only of blacklegs. 

How could it but fail ? Depending on co¬ 
operation by the mass of the people, yet offering 
only heavier bondage to one portion, and no 
relief to the other from those overwhelming 
evils which slavery brings on the free masses, 
what motive had they to fight r Had Lopez 
gone there with the flag of Universal Liberty 
and Justice, though lawless, he would have 
commanded virtuous sympathy. The misera¬ 
ble death of so many deluded men is deeply 
painful. 

The following is the latest despatch from 
New Orleans on the subject, announcing the 
arrival of the Cherokee: 

Authentic intelligence from Havana of 
Aug. 31st, says:—“All the invaders have 
been either killed or made prisoners. Just 
previous to the capture of Lopez, the Patri¬ 
ots all deserted him and fled to the mount¬ 
ains ; he wandered about, alone, for some 
time, hut was finally run down by Blood¬ 
hounds and captured on the 29th of August, 
and carried to Havana, were he was garrotted 
on die 1st of Sept., at 7 o’clock in the morn¬ 
ing. His last words were, ‘adieu dear Cuba.’ 
Previous to his death, he declared he had 
been greatly deceived widi regard to the 
promised aid in Cuba.” 

Passengers in the Cherokee, who witness¬ 
ed liis execution, say he died manfully. 
Spanish accounts state that of the whole 
number of patriots landed from the Pampero, 
and from other quarters, 556 have been al¬ 
ready killed, and 155 more are now in prison. 
Pragay was killed at Pozas. It is said a 
small body of insurgents still hold the mount¬ 
ains near Porto Principe. It is reported that 
the 155jprisouers have been sentenced to the 
Cuban gang for teu years. 

The failure of the expedition is attributed 
to the separation of CoL Crittenden’s com¬ 
mand from the main body under Lopez. 

Just previous to the capture of Lopez, he 
had but thirty remaiuing followers, and tiiey 
finally deserted iriui in a wounded condi¬ 
tion, so that he had Dot one remaining friend. 

Laborde, late Spanish Consul at New Or¬ 
leans, had arrived at Havana in the Empire 
City. He says he should have been lvnched 
had he remained. 

A meeting of the passengers on board the 
Cherokee, over which General Laue, of Ore¬ 
gon, presided, passed the following resolu 
tion “ Resolved, that Mr. Owen, the Amer 
icau Consul at Havana, has forfeited every 
right and title to be regarded an American 
citizen, that he has outraged every senti- 
mentof humanity and deserves die execration 
of every friend of liberty.” Another resolu¬ 
tion requests his recall. 


OHIO free SOIL CONVENTION. 

1 Thrilling Proceedings. 

Last week we gave our readers an account of 
the cheering position of the democratic party of 
that State, giving good S round to ho P e its de¬ 
mocracy is not like that which prevails here, all 
mere sham, repudiating human freedom while 
it talks of Iibertv! 

We now gratify our readers with a somewhat 
extended account of the noble Free Sod Conten¬ 
tion, so full 0 f Rfe. of high purpose, and well 
regulated enthusiasm; and this we do more 
readily now on account of domestic sickness 
which employs time and mind. We are to do 
something in Maine by and by, see an example 
described by the Cleveland True Democrat. 

The State Convention met at Columbus, 
Wednesday, the 21st, and the result of its action 
we have already given our readers. 

Both the leading political Journals of Colum¬ 
bus speak of it as a grave and dignified body.— 
It was so. It is rare in this or any State,’ in¬ 
deed, that any number of men could be gather¬ 
ed together who in look and manner, who for 
intelligence and weight of character, could well 
surpass it. We thought this Convention, in 
every respect, equal to any we ever attended in 

J. R. Giddings was its President. He was 
chosen by acclamation; no consultation was 
had ; no inquiries made. The hour for action 
had arrived, and the man for the hour was at 
hand. And as he took the chair, a greeting 
came as earnest as it was deep — such a wel¬ 
come as makes the heart leap and the tongue 
eloquent. Mr. Giddings’ response we cannot 
give. It was one of those things which cannot 
be described on paper — a living realitv, vet in¬ 
describable. 

“ Gentlemen, Friends,” said Mr. Giddings, 
“Ithankyou. Believe me, I receive your greet¬ 
ing and hear your cheers, only to acknowledge 
my own weakness. No language can describe 
w hat I feel. I thank vou, and, forgetting 
self, but not your kinitoess, will pass at on< 
the cause which brings us together. 

The day is spoken of as one of gloom. In 
one sense, it is so; in another, not. To the 
courageous, conscious of strength, and fixed in 
its purpose of right, to the lover of truth and 
the man of faith, clouds are never so thick that 
the moral eye cannot pierce them, and the mor¬ 
al arm scatter them. Darkness does rest over 
the land. We all see and feel it. But freemen, 
earnest and united, can lift it off, and in its stead, 
cover tiie land with the light and the blessing 
of Freedom. 

The cause is on. Look back and see how it 
has advanced. Some fifteen or sixteen years 
since, and the Right of Petition was denied by 
Congress and Free Speech scouted at, on the 
subject of slavery, as treason. A Massachusetts 
man, John Quincy Adams, met tho tyrant dc- 
cision, with a few, a handful only, of members. 
The odds were against freedom. The hour of 
battle told of defeat, and the future, after the 
hour passed, was hung with black. But the 
contest was continued year after venr, until 
Ircedom oi Speech, on all the issiics of Sla¬ 
very, was as firmly established in Congress, as if 
it had never been disputed. 

So will it be with us, if we have faith and 
patience and courage and virtue. We mav think 
otherwise. As parties yield and partisans de¬ 
nounce, ns men who think with us leave 
fearing to encounter the frowns of party or 
threats of power, as ambition lures off the w 
meaning, or blinds the selfish, we tremble, nnd 
say often, “ all is lost." Fear not. Justice 
reigns above and will rule below, and the power 
of man cannot blot it out It will rise trium¬ 
phant ; not in a day, not in months, not, perhaps 
in years; but it will be triumphant —nnd when 
It IS, what Win be said of liim who faltered or 
failed : — What of him who deserted ? What 
of the traitor who betrayed the Right; All 
thnt we have to do, is to be firm, and to work, 
and whatever be our present success, to feel, ai 
if wc saw, as the l’rophot ofold did, thqi-tri- 
urnph of Truth, through our labors, to coin- 
mand a j-ermnnent triumph." 

In this vion did Mr. Giddings speak — ant 
with n power wo have rarely heard equalled.— 
Wc give only a meagre outline; not the beauti¬ 
ful garb in which it was clothed. 

Ttic appointment of tho Vico Presidents, of 
committees on resolutions, and nominations was 
now made. That done, J. M . Root was called 
to the stand. We took our pencil, and thought 
wo would sketch his remarks. Most vnin idea ! 
Before wo knew it, we had forgotten every thing, 
carried away by the orator’s happy and pecu¬ 
liar eloquence 

What the Slave Party had done, and how it 
had gathered strength, and how it would be¬ 
come still stronger, unless tho North saw the 
danger and did ita duty — these things ho de¬ 
picted. He explained to the Convention tho 
action ns regards .Yen- Mexico, the usurpation of 
its Governor, Mr. Calhoun, mid the course, both 
as regards Utah and California, and the move¬ 
ment of our Government and the two lending 
parties in it. Never was a subject bandied with 
keener logic, or sharper illustration. Never 
was the glare of light thrown upon it more hap¬ 
pily, or its hideous features better lit up. 

On what may be termed pictorial speech, 
Mr. Root has no superior in Ohio. His speech 
told. “God has gifted you with speech to de¬ 
fend every good cause,” said one of the fathers 
as he blessed the speaker for his efforts. 

It was noiv near dinner time. A motion was 
made to adjourn. But the Convention said, no ! 
Let us hear from Samuel Lewis, if only for five 
minutes. And up he rose! His speech was 
brief, conversational; but it was the counsel of 
the old warrior to arm and to fight!

It was the stern command of an 
honest man bidding Americans defend Universal 
Freedom at every cost! “Iam here,” said he, 

“ to serve in the ranks, with whatever strength 
is left me, and I announce that I will serve no 
where else, if I can help it. In other vears I 
have borne the flag in the hottest of the light; I 
can do so no more.” 

The Convention took a recess for an hour. 

The committe on resolutions reported. We 
simply read them. The chairman of the com¬ 
mittee. Judge Spalding, drew them up. 

The committee on nominations came in. 1 — 
They were seated, and silence reigned. W. H. 
Brisbane offered the report, and it was quickly 
resolved to pass upon each name separately. 

That of Samuel Lewis, as candidate for Gov¬ 
ernor, was announced. The chairman got no 
further. He put no motion, and the Conven¬ 
tion offered none.

My home, as you know, has been made desolate. 

1 have followed the young and the loved to their 
resting place, and I am full of sorrow. I feel, 
then, frail as I am in body, and sad as I am at 
heart, as if I ought not and cannot accept this 
appointment, and, therefore friends, with a sub 
diied yet deep appreciation of your kindness, I

States in congress; and the entire history of 
that period,clearly shows that it was the settled 
policy of the Nation, under the guidence of 
Washington and Franklin and Jefferson, not to 
extend, nationalize, or encourage, hut to limit, 
localize and discourage slavery : - nd to this 
policy, which should never have been departed 
from, the General Government ought speedily 
to returned. 

Resolved. That our Fathers ordained the 
Constitution of the United States, in order “to 
establish justice, promote the general welfare, 
and secure the blessings of liberty;" but ex¬ 
pressly denied to the federal government which 
they created, all constitutional power to deprive 
any person of life, liberty or property, without 
due legal process. 

Resolved, That in the judgment of this Con¬ 
vention, Congress has no more power to make a 
Slave, than to make a King: no more power to 
institute or establish Slavery, than to institute 
or establish monarchy : no more power to leg¬ 
islate for the protection or preservation of Sla¬ 
very, than for the protection or preservation of 
the Holt Inquisition.” No such power can 
be found among those powers specifically con¬ 
ferred by the Constitution, or derived from just 
implication from them. 

Resolved, That the “ Fugitive Slave Law,” 
enacted by the last Congress, is in derogation of 
the genius of our free institutions, an unwar¬ 
rantable encroachment upon |the sovereignty of 
the States, a violation of the principles of natu¬ 
ral and revealed religion, an assumption of leg¬ 
islative power without Constitutional authority, 
and a monstrous exhibition of tyranny, injus¬ 
tice, cruelty, and oppression. We will not re¬ 
gard it as of any binding force, or efficacy what¬ 
soever. In the language of Patrick Henry, we 
say : “ if this be treason, make the most of it." 

ResoKcd, That Congress ought, in the opin¬ 
ion of this Convention, (o prohibit Human Sla¬ 
very in the District of Columbia, and in all 
other places under axclusivc national jurisdic¬ 
tion, and to put an end to the coast wise slave 
trade. 

Resolved, That wo accept the issues forced 
upon ua by tho slave power, and to their de¬ 
mand for more Slnvo States, and more Slave 
Territories, our calm and determined answer is: 

—NO MORE SLAVS STATES, AND NO SLAVE TEK- 

Rcsolved, That the citizens of the free States 
should frown indignantly upon any attempt to 
convert a portion of the “free soil ” of Califor¬ 
nia into slave territory : And so, also, upon the 
contemplated acquisition of the Island of Cuba 
unless upon a treaty stipulation, that her “ sun¬ 
ny soil” bo consecrated to Freedom. 

They then advocate retrenchment in the ex¬ 
pense of the federal government,River and Har¬ 
bor improvement. Free Forms, oppose n U. S. 
Bank and all monopolies, and add: 

Resolved, That we no longer believe that the 
encroachments of Slavery and the Slave power, 
in the pathway of freedom, will be checked by 
the instrumentality of either of tho two great 
political parties of the day. Their respective 
organizations are essentially servile, and depend 
for their very existence upon tho smiles of the 
South. We must therefore regard them both 
enemies to human progress, ana in practice op¬ 
posed to the democratic principles of equality 

Resolved, That while we believe the Hunker 
whig and democratic organizations to be equal¬ 
ly and fatally bent on subserving tho interests 
of the Slavo l’owcr, wo still know that tho 
masse* of our fellow citizens, whose votes liavo 
hitherto been cast with those organizations, arc 
of incorruptible integrity and uncompromising 
opponents to the spread of Slavery. Wc cor¬ 
dially invite all such to cast aside the slavish 
fear of party discipline, and to aid us in tho 
glorious work of “breaking in pieces the rod 
of tho oppressor.” 

CHRISTIAN MIRROR AND THE BEL¬

Fifth Annual Report of the Board of Ed¬ 
ucation.— We are indebted to the Secretary, E. 
M. Thurston, Esq. for a copy of this very able 
and elaborate Report of 174 pages. It does 
honor to the Board and to the State, and will 
contribute to its educational prosperity. It also 
proves that this great public interest is in good 

hands where it will receive faithful attention._ 

We shali extract from this store house at our 
earliest convenience, much of the matter being 
such as the people of the whole state should 


well known that one of the fundamental 
principles of the reformation, or of protestant- 
ism in opposition to popery is that the “ Bible 
is the only and sufficient rule of faith and prac¬ 
tice,” while Papists hold, that tradition and the 
decisions of the pope and councils are to be re¬ 
garded as of equal authority with the bible. 

This was a great point gained by the reform¬ 
ers. But in England,' especially, it came very 
near being lost among the protestants them¬ 
selves, not because any one denied it, hut be¬ 
cause there was another question lying back of 
it about which they differed. That question 
was, Who shall decide what the bible teaches l— 
Shall the government, civil or ecclesiastical, de¬ 
cide for the people, or shall each individual, re¬ 
sponsible to God, decide for himself. The gov¬ 
ernment and the less religious part of the na- 
ion, who were not fond of direct responsibility 
to God, said the rulers of church and state, and 
not the individual were to interpret the bible for 
him ; or there could be no uniformity, and uni¬ 
formity must be maintained. The a en of ear¬ 
nest religion, afterwards called puritans said 
that each individual, must in the fear of God 
decide for himself what the bible in its letter 
and spirit required of him. 

Sometimes the question took a different foTm. 
Admitted; that in matters of essential religion 
and morality the individual is to decide for him¬ 
self, but in things indifferent not settled by the 
bible he is to obey rules. 

But who shall decide what is, and what is not 
to be classed with things indifferent ? the ruler 
or the individual ? The puritans would leave it 
with the individual. 

The puritans had a profound veneration for 
government as an ordinance of God, none paid 
it more exact obedience when it confined itself 
to its appropriate sphere. But they maintained 
that to the individual pertained the right and 
the duty of determining for himself in the last 
resort when rulers step out of their appropriate 
sphere, or commanded him to do things contra¬ 
ry to the letter or spirit of the bible. Rather 
than yield this right of private Judgment 
father braved the perils of the wilderness. 

To the unflinching defence of this principle 
in its plan are we indebted for what of civil and 
religious liberty has a place in the world. 'Who 
had not supposed that so far as this country and 
and especially New England was concerned, 
this matter was forever settled: But it 
not. The same contest is renewed, the battle 
fought over again. Let us then look well to 
our positions. 

The question is not whethor we shall obey 
God rather than man when the law of the 
conflicts with the law of the other. It may bo 
so practically; but it is not so logically 
not to bo argued on that ground. I a 
aware thnt any one maintains the abstract prop¬ 
osition thnt wc ore to obey human law whan tho 
lnw of God requires us to do otherwise. No 
one who professes to believe the biblo will hesi¬ 
tate to admit that it is our rale of faith and prac¬ 
tice. But the question who shall decide what it 
leaches is up again ; —who shall decido whethor 
tho law of men conflicts with the law of God 
Leading politicians and lawyers and editors tell 
us that the Individual ought to yield his judg¬ 
ment to tho judgment of the majority, or of the 
legislature. 

If a law is enacted which in my judgment 
requires me to do a moral wrong, still I 
bound to yield my judgment to that of the leg¬ 
islative power and obey the law until 
pealed. It is admitted indeed that if the law of 
the land conflicts with tho law of God, I am 
obey the “ higher law; ” but not my judgment 
or conscience, but that of the majority 
eminent is to decide for me whether there be 
any such conflict. I am not to presume 
my judgment against that of the many. Some¬ 
times a distinction is made, very important 
its place. In matters of religion and our duty 
God, the government, it is allowed, has nothing 
to do. Haro we have the right of privatejudg- 
ment. But the civil relations of society, and 
the duties of man to man, are to be regulated 
by government; and in these relations there 
no higher law than that which requires us to t 
subject to the powers that be. Let this be ad’ 
mitted. But who is to decide in any case 
whether government has stept out of its proper 
sphere, and required the individual to do that 
which God forbid r Of course one party will 
say the government or majority ; others, that 
each one must decide for himself. The question, 
state it as we may, resolves itself into thp ques¬ 
tion of the right of private judgment in matters 
of essential morality. It is a conflict between 
the principles of liberty and despotism. I do 
not propose to argue the case at all. But let 
understand what it is. It is a small matter for 
our religious teachers and papers to assert 
the supremacy of the “higher law.” If they 
would maintain the principle of civil and reli¬ 
gious liberty let them maintain theright of the 
individual to decide for himself what it forbids 
or requires. If any of them are in a dilemma 
like that of the Jews in reference to the ques¬ 
tion whether John’s baptism “was of heaven or 
of men,” so that they dare not say either ves, or 
no, in answer to the question whether the fugi¬ 
tive law is in conflict with God’s law; let them 
at least, say whether the individual lias the mor¬ 
al right to decide that question for himself and 
to act in accordance with his own decision. I 
have said nothing of the obligation to obey 
science. I think some of the advocates of the 
higher law have expressed themselves unguard¬ 
edly on this point, and thus given a little advan¬ 
tage of which such men as Prof. Stuart and Dr. 
Adams have not been slow to avail themselves. 
Conscience is not so much a rule of life as it is 
a judgment which we form of the right or wrong 
of an act as compared with the rule i. e. the law 
of God. It is much easier to take advantage of 
“ proposition affirming the supremacy of 


science, as rule, than of one asserting the s u 
premacy of the law of God, and the right and 
the duty of the individual to decide for him."

England has abolished slavery; France has 
abolished slavery; Denmark has abolished sfo 
very ; and slavery has been abolished in Algiers 
and Turkey. The tendency of civilization is 
everywhere to wards the emancipation and mo®! 
improvement of the whole of the human raw, 
The question I.wish to put, is this; whether 
when all other civilized nations have abolished 
slavery, such a system of evil can continue eter¬ 
nally in the United States? Ido not propose 
elaborately to prove that slavery must be 
j eventually exterminated from the whole coun¬ 
try. That is a fact, which nearly all, if not all 
in the north, admit. I do not remember, that I 
ever heard one mail seriously controvert it.- 
Ifenry Clay and a large class of the southern 
slaveholders admit the same thing. Indeed I 
think few of them doubt it. 

I ask the apologist for Robert C. Winthrop to 
concede only one thing, thnt slavery cannot con¬ 
tinue forever in the United States. If it is not 
to continue permanently in the country, it must 
.illy or by a violent 


revolution. But disunion and a violent revo¬ 
lution are identical. 

Any man who uses any influence or gives sjf 
vote for the extension of slavery or the diffu¬ 
sion of it over free territory, uses that influence 
or gives (hat vote, to increase the power of the 
slaveholders in Congress, and by so doing ren¬ 
ders it more difficult to exterminate slavery by 
? peaceful means. But if he renders it less like¬ 
ly, that slavery can be abolished by peaceful 
means, he must render it more probable,that the 
system will in the end be eradicated by violence, 
iincl this would be disunion. 

| Robert C. Winthrop is that very man. In tho 
I month of August last, I showed by certain ar¬ 
ticles in the Portland Advertiser, that the com¬ 
promise bill of Mr. Clay would transfer to Texas 
98,920 square miles of free territory, that had 
been purchased of Mexico by the United States. 
Ibis I showed by tracing the western boundary 
of Texas on the Red line map held uplhtfc . 
Senate of the United States by Col. Benton, anc 
by measuring the territory ceded to Texas at 
I laid down on Mitchell’s map. The Red line 
map was conclusive upon Texas, for it was pub- 
f Used after the annexation, and certified by the 
j authorities of the State to be correct. 

Against the bill of Mr. Clay, which gave so 
much free territory to Texas, Mr. Winthrop 
I voted. If this had been aU, it would have been 
well. If Mr. Winthrop had voted against this 
infamous compromise of Mr. Clay, because he 
was unwilling to bring so much free territory 
under the slave-holding laws of Texas, he would 
merit the gratitude of his country. But this 
was not the case. He voted against Clay’s com¬ 
promise, because ho wished to do still more to 
increase and strengthen the rawer of slavery, 
than was proposed by that bill. Accordingly 
he afterwards voted for Mr. Pearce’s bill which 
enacted to settle the boundary of Texas.— 
This bill gives a very inconvenient crooked line 
and yields 129,236 square miles of free territory 
Texas. Xlie free territory which Mr. Win - 
throp voted to bring under the slaveholding 
laws of Texas, contains 1491 square miles more 
than the whole territory of the nine States of 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachu¬ 
setts, Rhode Island, New York, New Jersey, 
Maryland and Delaware. Mr. Winthrop refused 
for Mr. Clay’s bill which offered to give 
Texas 98,920 squares miles of free territory, not 
because he was unwilling to extend the laws of 
slavery over free territory, but because he wanted 
extend those laws still farther and over still 
ire territory. Accordingly, he afterwards 
voted lor Mr. Pearce’s bill, which passed into 
Act of Congress and extended the laws of 
slavery over free territory, 30,316 square miles 
greater than that proposed to be given up fif 
Henry Clay. This territory, which Robert C- 
Winthrop voted to give up and bring under the 
laws of slavery,is four times as large as the State 
of Maine, and will eventually increase the 
strength of the slave power immensely. T^ uS 
has Robert C. Winthrop done a great deal to 
prevent the peaceful abolition of slavery in *“* ; 
country, nnd by .the same means, be has con¬ 
tributed what lie. could to a future viol ent rev- » 
luliou, for the purpose of overthrowing slavery 
and the Union both at once. 

I do not .say that slavery is to be exterminated 
by violence and the destruction of the Union- 
hope that this dark spot may be peacefv&'J 
erased from our national escutcheon.

THE SLAVE TRADE AND THE BRIT- ci 
ISH SQUADRON IN AFRICA. 

In the House of Commons on Monday, 
the 14th, on a vote coming up of $300,000 if 
for the maintenance of liberated Africans. p 
Lord Palmerston said, the committee B 
would recollect that discussion took place 
with regard to this matter last year, and that 
an assurance was given by Government to a 
add additional efficiency to the preventive t ] 
measures which had been some time in force; 
and in consequence thereof there was a 
greater stringency both on the coast of Africa 1 
and the coast of Brazil. Theso measures 1 
had been attended with great success—al- y 

most nioro rapid success than could bo ex- g 
pected.—On the const of Africa the slnvo 
trade might be said to be almost extinguish- 1 
cd for the moment, north of the line, with 
the exception of Jengas and Porto Nuevo, t 
and in these two places tho British cruisers ( 
had spoiled their trade, and the parties who 
were formerly employed in the slave trade, < 
were commencing dealing in palm oil and t 

other products of the country. Steps had j 

been taken for the cultivation of cotton, nnd 
specimens had been brought to this country, 
and submitted to tho Chamber <>f Commerce i 
at Manchester, who rctiorted the cotton to lie , 
of an exceedingly vnluablo kind, and one 
which would fetch a good price in market. 

In the Portugese settlement the slave 
trade has been also very much diminished. 
The Portugese governor hnd cordially and 
with great sincerity, he believed, supported 
the British Admiral. There are at the Port¬ 
ugese Government, many who still held to 
the temptations offered by the slave trade. 

On the Portugese coast generally, the slave 
trade has been abandoned, many of the 
slave traders had dropped their transactions, 
and many of them had turned to trade of a 
legitimate way. On the eastern coast of 
Africa, Muscat had during the last year offer¬ 
ed facilities to the cruisers which they had 
not before given, and the result on that one 
point in the southern extremity of his do¬ 
minions, where there was formerly a great 
slave trade carried on for the supply of Bra¬ 
zil baracoons, had been destroyed, capable of 
holding 5000 slaves. 

A great blow has been struck on that part 
of the coast by their greater activity, and 
treaties which had been made with the na¬ 
tive chiefs, which he was happy to soy had 
been observed in many places with great 
fidelity. And he was happy to be able to 
state, that the most perfect and cordial co¬ 
operation prevailed between the British 
cruisers and the cruisers of France and 
America. Our commodore had expressed, 
in the, strongest terms the great obligation 
which he felt for the active, zealous and in¬ 
telligent support and co-operation which he 
had received from the American and French 
officers employed jin the service. Therefore, 
on the coast of Africa, a great impression 
had been made on the slave trade. The 
great place to which the slaves had been di¬ 
rected was the coast of Brazil. In answer 
to enquiries made by the committee that sat 
upon this matter, statements were made of 
the enormous amount of slaves that were 
landed on the coast of Africa. In the early 
part of the last year, the British cruisers that 
had been for a'long time detained in the 
River Plate, in consequence of the unfortu¬ 
nate difficulties between this country and 
Buenos Ayres, were more concentrated on 
the coast of Brazil, and tho operations be¬ 
gan to be much more active and more effect¬ 
ual. 

Communications took place between the 
Government cf Brazil, and the result was 
that the Brazilian Government in September 
last passed an additional law for punishing 
and preventing the slave trade. They had 
at least exerted that vigilance, and put forth 
that power which it was always his opinion 
that they could do if they chose, and the re¬ 
sult had been that in the course of the eight 
months during which they had so acted that 
they had almost extinguished the slave trade 
of Brazil.
